Dearth of Men Teachers, 


In @ second report, presemted by himself \ 


alone, Mr. Cooley said: 

“The dearth of men teachers, not alone in 
the special departments, but in Engli#h, sci- 
ence, mathematics, and the other subjects 
of the regular high school course, is one of 
the most alarming consequences of our pres, 


ent insufficient salary schedules.” 


The entire problem 6f teacher's salaries is 
in the hands of the school finance commit- 
tee, to be readjusted, if possible, by Jan. 1, 
i900. ‘To meet the difficulty presented by 
Mr. Cooley, however, the committee adopted 
a recommerdation of the principals’ commit- 
tee providing that a special grade of cer- 
tificates be granted to teachers of commer- 
clal subjects, manval training, sewing, cook- 
ing, music, drawing, and physical culture, 


and that “‘ teachers holding these certificates | 


be placed on a salary schedule with a lower 
maximum than obtains for teachere holding 
a regular certificate.” 


School Athleties Criticised. 

The meeting, which was held behind closed 
doors, was called to settle a disagreement be- 
tween Supt. Cooley and Henry Suder, super- 
visor of physical culture, on the question of 
lowering the examination requirements for 
teachers of physical culture. In his report, 
which opposed any further reduction in the 
requirements, Mr. Cooley said: 

“In the Chicago high schools the work in 


physical culture has been for many years 


unsatisfactory to most of the principals. The 
teachers of physica) culture have had neither 


the interest nor the information necessary | 


to make them real leaders of the boys and 
girle in sports and games, which are now re- 
garded as an essential part of young people's 
education. 

“The teacher of physical culture teaches 
classes in the gymnasium, but when the boys 
wish to play football or baseball or tennis 
or any other outdoor sport they have to look 
for leadership to the teachers of academic 
subjects in the high schools. This division of 
interest in physical training has not been a 
good thing for the high schoola, So marked 
has this condition become that only recently 
a prominent downtown athletic club started 
a movement to take hold of high schoo) ath- 
letics and relieve the academic teachers of 
this work. We have long since ceased to 
look to the teachers of physical culture for 
any help in this matter.” 


For Increase of Requirements. 

The superintendent believes the achools 
should not have fliiterate teachers of phys- 
ical culture, sewing, kindergarten work, or 
any other department of the school tem. 

After a d@lecussion that lasted two hours 
the committee voted to adopt the recom- 
mendations of the superintendent and the 
committee of high school principals. These 


provide ‘that the general requirements for — 


teachers of special subjects shall be not re- 
duced but “ increaged as fast ag conditions 
permit"; that the employment of women 
teachers of physical culture in elementary 
schools shall not be discouraged; that women 
teachere shall be employed in the high 
schools for giris; thet the Normal achool shall 
have @ gymnasium 45 Soon a8 possible, and 
that any high echool teacher holding a gen- 
eral high school certificate shal) be eligible 
for appointment as a teacher of physica! 
culture. 
Tolerant of Prof. Moore. 

The socialistic tendencies of Prof. J. How- 
ard Moore of the Crane manuel training 
high school are. not taken seriously at the 
poardrooms.

Springfield, Nt., Oct. 26.—The Supreme court 
hoids that foam is not beer and cannot be 
measured as such. This point was made tn 
a decision tonight In. @ cage: from Mercer 
county involving the wholesaling law pro- 
hibiting the sale of liquor in quantities under 
five gallons.

Hut Without Furniture.

Because of 
its location in a sunken bit of ground it ie not 
visible from the tracks and it is far from any 
traveled road or path. The location probably 
was selected by the unfortunate man for 
this reason, fearing that, if discovered, 4he 
pitifully few comforts which his family had 
might be taken from them. 

Just who first found the hut is not known. 
Barly yesterday morning some one tele- 
phoned to the Chicago bureau of charities and 
reported that a family was living—or starv- 
ing, to be exact—at the point mentioned. The 
case at once was reported to Charles Kruck, 
supervisor of Stickney township, in which the 
place is located.

The rainfall ceased, however, some time 
before the parafe was scheduled to start, 
and the comfort of the marching thousands 
and of the reviewing party was not inter- 
fered with. The function was carried out 
with all the elaborateness planned and that

Yale Students Pledge Support. 

The feature of the trip into Connecticut 
was the New Haven meeting, where with 
football enthusiasm the candidate was 
pledged the support of a large portion of the 
student body of Yale, through the presenta- 
tion of a handsomely bound memorial con- 
taining many pages of signatures. While the 
university personnel projected itself into the 
meeting, ite political significance was em-

George L. Lilley, candidate for governor. 
National Committeeman Brooker and State 
Chairman Kenealy were present, Hkewise 
Senators Brandegee and Bulkeley. The Yale 
Taft club and the New Haven Taft club. 
headed by fourteen veterans of the Wide- 
Awake chub of 1860, marched through the 
streets in. the rain, while a tremendous crowd 
gathered in the big armory where the 
speeches were made. - 

The candidate delivered a pointed review 
of the campaign issues, in which he held 
uppermost the importance of the maintenance 
of the protective principle and the rehabilita- 
tion of business confidence. The speech was 
punctuated by the Yale yell, which ended 
with “ Taft, Taft, Taft." Enthusiasn®and 
friendliness were everywhere apparent. 


Greeting of Fathér to Son. 


When the candidate arrived at New Haven 
he inquired at once for his son Robert.’ After 
the meeting Robert, who is a junior at Yale, 
and who had been making fraiitic efforts to 
get to his father through the crowds, finally 
reached him at the station. 

**My son,”’ said Mr. Taft. as he placed the 
boy’s ruddy face between his hande and 
planted a kiss squarely on his lips. Robert 
was taken aboard and was an admiring lis- 
tener to his father’s speech at Port Chester on 
the way back. There a tremendous crowd 
hed assembled for the purpose of listening 
to both William J. Bryan and Mr. Taft, who 
were each due about the same time. Mr. 
Taft was there first and was met-by cheers 
and the waving of many smal! flags in the 
hands of the crowd which spread itself en- 
tirely over the large park facing the sta- 
tion. 

“Bryan said a year ago that the recent 
panic was not due to Roosevelt,” said Mr. 
Taft in this brief speech. “ Hé now says it 
was due to Roosevelt. That difference of 
opinion brought about im one year is not ex- 
ceptional in Bryan’s career.”’ 

Talks to Crowds in Rain. 

Going to New Haven, Mr. Taft spoke to 
crowde in the rain at Stamford, South Nor- 
waik, and Bridgeport, all stops not con- 
templated in his schedule. 

His first utterance of the day was that 
Bryan had aided prosperity in no other way 
than to be defeated. Mr. Taft was solicitous 
that hie Nebraskan opponent should keep up

GOMPERS RAILS AT ROOSEVELT 
AS “INJUNCTION JUDGE” ALLY. 


Charged with a Desperate Plan to Save 
Taft, Betray Labor, and Sacrifice Old 
Friendship. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 26.—[ Special. }— 
Samuel Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, today issued a state- 
ment, evoked by President Roosevelt's re- 
cent letter to Senator Knox of Pennsylvania, 
on the application of injunctions to labor 
disputes. Gompers denounces Roosevelt as 
having shifted his position “of at least ap- 
parent friendship to bitter, indefensible an- 
tagonizm."’ 

The federation executive says that last 
rebruary he sent Mr. Roosevelt an issue of 
the paper which Mr. Gompers edits contain- 
ing the chapter, ‘“‘Some Equivocal Rights 
of Labor,’ from George A. Alger’s book, 
‘* Moral Overstrain.’’ The book is referred 
to as a keen criticlem of the courts and their 
methods, and a letter*¥Yrom President Roose- 
velt in acknowledgment is quoted. The 
Roosevelt letter stated that its writer had 
eent copies of “ Moral Overstrain’”’ to Jus- 
tices Vay and McKenna.”’ 

Gompers then goes on to say that Roosevelt, 
having made “ Injunction Judge Taft ’’ the 
candidate of the republican party, and find- 
ing that labor had concluded to deliver its 
own vote, was angered to desperation and 
peMying the demagogue. 

It is insisted by Gompers that Roosevelt 
now “‘makes a direct and specific attack 
upon labor,”’ disguised as it may be by pre- 
tense of a blow at Gompers. : 

Declaring that “the veriest tyro of a lay- 
man In his wildest dreams never suggested 
the abolition of the injunction process,” 
Gompers ingists that labor desires to have 
the injunction restored to the use ‘‘ from 
which it has been ruthlessly diverted, from 
the protection of property rights to the inva- 
sion of personal freedom.” 

The president is challenged to justify Jus- 
tice Gould's injunction and the contempt pro- 
ceedings whereby Gompers says it is now 
proposed to send him, John Mitchell, and 
Frank Morrison to jail. 

A statement from the White house given 
out today by Secretary Loeb states the presi- 
dent’s wish that Mr. Gompers would read a 
recent magazine article by th@ author of

Hoke Smith of Georgia, another mem- 
ber of Cleveland's cabinet, was speaking 
when Bryan entered. In an instant a roar 
of sound from the expectant crowd drowned 
out Gov. Smith’s voice anc Madison Square 
Garden was in the vortex of another Bryan 
demonstration. Men leaped to their chairs, 
and. waving flags, cheered for fourteen min- 
utes without cessation. 

Notwithstanding the strain of the cam- 
paign, Mr. ryan’s voice was in good con- 
dition and he was heard in all parts of the 
immense hall. a 

“Fam giad,” he said, “to be encouraged 
by the réports that come from your city and 
your state. .I rejoice in the evidence of a 
victory so large that the east and the west, 
the north and the south will claim a part 
in that victory.” 

‘“‘J expect,” he said, amid great cheering, 
“to bein Washington after March 4.”’ 


Wants Aid of Congress. 

He pleaded for a democratic congress to 
help frame the remedial legislation which 
the Denver platform demanded, and said that 
it would be possible to send to the semate 
measure after measure, “and with a ma- 
jority of the American people behind us we 
can demand that the senate submit to the 
will of the people expressed at the polis.”’ 

Mr. Bryan once again took occasion to 
urge the election of Mr. Chanter and the 
entire damocratic state ticket. 

‘My friends, in asking for your vote for 
our candidates I realize that people vote for 
candidates because of what cancidates stand 
for, and I want ina few minutes tonight to

Explodes Charge by Showing En- 
terprise Legitimate. 


NO U. 8S. PROPERTY INVOLVED 


Secrecy Never Used, and Company Dead 
Several Years. 


Utica, N. Y., Oct. 26—James 6. Sherman 
this afternoon gave out a statement dealing 
with the charges made public today that he 
had been involved in an attempted deal in 
government timber lands in New Mexico. 
Mr. Sherman's statement is as follows: 

** My attention has been called to a senaa- 
tio! article in today’s New York World 
making charges against me in connection 
with the New Mexico Lumber and Develop- 
ment company, a corporation which has not 
been in existence for some years. A careful 
reading shows that the charges, so far as I 


am concerned, have no substance whatever, 


and as to my connection with the enterprise 
the fullest possible investigation and pub- 
licity are courted. : | 
No U. 8. Property Concerned. 
“The fact about it, briefly, is that some 


years ago Edmund Burke presented a buail- ; 


ness proposition involving the purchase of 
thnber lands in New Mexico, which were not 
Tnited States property, and the construc- 
tion of a railroad. There were ten gentie- 
men, I think, who gave $600 each to form a 
company and investigate the project. 
Experts were employed to inepect the 
property. Some of us Investigated the lands, 
so there was no secret about it, and, on the 
other hand, the local papers had much to say 
of tt at the time. 

“After looking into the matter carefully 
and at length, we decided that the lands 


_available would not yield a profit on the 


railroad construction and development. The 
plan was abandoned, the company dissolved, 
about half the sum invested was paid back to 
each of us, and our prospective connection 
with the enterprise was ended. 

‘“*Not one foot or one dollar’s worth of 
United States property was concerned with K 
in any way. There was no secrecy about it, 
and no need forany. I never urged the pas- 
sage of any such bill as is referred to, and the 
World article does not say that I did. What 
Mr. Burke or any one else did before or after 
our investigation of the proposition I do not 
know, and if he or anybody else attempted 
any bribery business it was without the 
knowledge, consent, or approval of myself or 
any of my associates in the investigation. 


Purely Legitimate Private Deal. 
“My secretary acknowledged the receipt 
of Mr. Burke's letter of Aug. 9, signing my 
name as he hed the right to do in my ab- 
sence. He showed me Mr. Burke's letter on 
my return, and, knowing there was nothing 
in the transaction on my part to conceal or 
apologize for, I paid no more attention to ft. 
The whole affair was purely a legitimate 
private enterprise which as business men 
we investigated and turned down half a dozen

In his platform speéches lest night and 
finally in a written pledge addressed to the 
Citizens’ association, John E. W. Wayman, 
republican candidate for state's attorney, 
declared that if elected he would maintain 
the present freedom of the county from 
gambling at racetracks.

Wayman’s Reply. 

Mr. Wayman’s reply to the organization 
follows:

“The Supreme court of Lilinols In Swigert 
va. the people has decided that the sections 
above referred to apply to gaming at race- 
tracks. : 

“ If elected states’ attorney I will see that 
these provisions of the law are enforced.” 


Addresses Four Meetings. 


Mr. Wayman repeated this pledge, together 
with amplifications at the four meetings he 
addressed in the evening—Oakland Music 
hall, Institutional church, and meetings in 
the Bleventh ward at 800 South Ashiand ave- 
nue and in the Twelfth at Troy at Twenty- 
second streets. 

“I stand for the enforcement of the law.” 
he declared. “The lawlese element will 
redlize this if I am elected, aa I expect to be. 
The laws prohibit gambling at racetracks 
and as state's attorney I shail absolutely 
prohibit it."

“In 1904 the Citizens’ association, by pre- 
senting to successive grand juries evidence 
against the bookmakers then operating -at 
the racetracks in Cook county, called public 
attention to the demoralization wrought in 
the community by racetrack gambling and 
aided in oreating @ public sentiment which 
demanded its suppression. F 

“ Following the election of Mr. Healy as 
state’s attorney the association, on April 22, 
1905, adidreseed a letter to him calling his 


attention to the fact that the Worth Jockey 


club had announced a race meeting to open 
a week later and suggested that a letter from 
him addressed tothe Worth Jockey club, inti- 
mating that he purposed to use the full 
powerg of his office to stop racetrack gam- 
bling at the approaching meeting, would 
lead to the abandonment of that meeting. 

“ Following our suggestion the state’s at- 
torney served notice on the Worth Jockey 
club that he would use all the powers vested 
in .his office to put a stop to gambling at 
the racetracks in Cook county during his 
term of. office. The result of this announce- 
ment was that the Worth Jockey club imme- 
diately abandoned its proposed meeting and 
the racetrack bookmakers have made no ef- 
fort to operate in Cook county during the 
last four years. Consequently the com- 
munity hes during that time been free from 
this most ruinous form of gambling, which 
formerly absorbed millions of dollara each 
year. 

Want Public Informed. 


“ We believe that this abolition of racetrack 
bookmaking was one of the most Important 
local reforms ever accomplished in this coun- 
ty. As racing men have recently declared 
that race meetings would be held in the vi- 
cinity of Chicago next season and as it is 
evident that the attitude of the next incum- 
bent of the state’s attorney's office will large- 
ly determine whether or not this evil will be 
revived here, it ig but proper that the public 
ghould be fully informed as to the intention of 
the various candidates for the office of state's 
attorney in regard to this matter, and we see 
no reason why any man who aspires to be 
elected as the chief law officer of the county 
should hesitate to state his position. There- 
fore the Citizens’ association respectfully 
submite to you and to the other nominees for 
the office of state’s attorney the question:

He has no favors to give and none 
to ask; and we can respect him for hig con- 
sistency while we oppose his principles ut- 
terly. Mr. Wayman, however, makes us the 
Jehief theme of his speeches.

— but he exhausts his energies upon 


Views of the Clergy. 

He then read the views of his eesociates, 
as follows: 

“The politicians have told us for many 
years that electiong are in the hands of the 
voters if they offly knew it; they have re- 
proached us for taking no interest in poli- 
ties and have blamed us for the conditions 
which exist in city life. Evidently Mr. Way- 
man is not a politician of this kind. He ob- 
jects seriously to our participation fn the 
selection of a state’s attorney. We regret 
thie, but this time we will take the advice 
of the politicians of the other kind. 

“It ie new work for most of us. .We look 
for no office as our reward; we would be false 
to conscience and to God if we stood idle and 
allowed the city to be delivered over to four 
years of laxity in the state’s attorney’s office.

STAATS-ZEITUNG OUT FOR TAFT. 


It Holds Bryan Lacking in Experience 
and Conservatism to Administer Of- 
fice and Appoint Justices.

" Cue ae thes most important duties which 
the next president will be called upon to per- 
form will tn all probability be the appoint- 
ing of several justices of the highest tribunal 
of the country. Several.of the members of 
the United States Supreme court are grow- 
ing so old that their retirement from office 
either by death or by way of resignation 
seems imminent. 

“The United States Supreme court, how- 
ever, is a tribunal which not merely exerts 
a great influence upon the dispensing of 
justice but upon the whole government. No 
law may be considered valid. unless it has 
withstood the test applied by a decision of 
this court. , 

“Tt ts evident then that under these cir- 
cumstances the appointment of these judges 
is of paramount importance. Radical mem- 
bers of that court might cause endless gon- 
fusion and Injury, from which generations 
to come might have to euffer. 

“But it is to be expected positively that 
Mr. Taft, if made president, will appoint 
to these positions none but experienced, con- 
servative jurists, men, who, like himself, 
will be a guarantee of sound government. 

“This one argument alone should be suf- 
ficient to those‘of a calm, deliberate mind to 
prefer Mr. Taft to his opponent, Bryan.”

Governor Reviews Work of Ad- : 


ministration and Arouses 
Much Enthusiasm. 


SHOWS HE DOES THINGS. 


Executive Points Out Many Rea- 
sons Why He Should Be Re- 
tained in Office. .

Gov. Deneen reviewed his administration 
and made a plea for the continuation of the 
policies he has inagurated before three large 
audiences hast evening. He spoke at 800 Agh- 
land avenue, at Troy and Twenty-second 
streets, and at Institutional church, Dear- 
born and Thirty~-eighth streeta, te an audi- 
ence of negro voters. i 

At the negro meeting the governor was 
reinforced by Assistant State’s Attorney 
Barnett, a negro lawyer, who expounded 
the legality of Mr. Deneen’s imbursement 
by fees while he was state’s attorney. Mr. 
Barnett was an attaché of the office under 
Mr. Deneen. Another speaker was Gen. E. 
C. Young, who described the effective meas- 
ures taken by the governor for the suppres- 
sion of the Springfield riot. This appealed 
directly to the negroes and wae applauded 
enthusiastically. 

If there is any hostility to the governor in 
the Eleventh and Twelfth wards there were 
no signs of it In the crowded halle he found 
there. The meetings were orderly. no at- 
tempt was made to interrupt or em 
the candidate, and the presentation of his 
argument for reélection elicited repeated 
outbursts of applause and cheering. 


Enumerates Achievements. 


The governor prefaced hie remarks by 
saying he assumed that his hearers wanted 
a governor who had done things and planned 
to do more things, and then he enumerated 
his achievements during the last four years. 
He challenged his opponent to show an 
equal record of achievement or even «a 
definite program which he would follow if 
elected. , 

He related,im detail the steps taken under 
his direction to change the charitable insti- 
tutions from custocial to curative sana- 
tariums. 

“Through the introduction of these re- 
forms,” he continued, “our Inetitutione are 
rapidly being brought to the same level of 
efficiency as those of Germany, where it is 
reputed that 40 to 70 per cent of the acute in- 
reid cured, as againet the 5 to 7 per cent 
which prevailed in our institutions pereto- 
fore. 

“ Under the law which wag passed relating 
to interest on public funds, the interest ac- 
eruing thereon goes to the public, ny ge 

ve 
received 2 per cent interest on thetr daily 
balances and have in this wey paid into the 
state treasury over $54,000 in that time. 

“A primary election law enabling the peo- 
ple to control the entrances to public life has 
been placed on the statute s. 

“ A pure food law has been passed.

“ Our Insurance laws have been revised and 
amended, making ours a model for the other 
states.

Commissions Created. 

‘‘ The following commissions have been cre- 
ated: | 

“The geological survey commission, whose 
work has attracted national attention and 
given a strong impetus to the development 
of our mineral resources. Ours is the third 
state in the union in mineral] output and this 
commission has pointed out the bést methods 
for their development and coneervation, 

“The internal improvement commission 
appointed by me has changed the deep water- 
way movement from an academica)] question 
to a practical problem, and the general as- 
sembly has submitted to the people an 
amendment to the constitution authorizing 
the genera! assembly to issue bonds amount- 
ing to $20,000 000 so to construct the water- 
way that the rental of the water power gen- 
erated in the Desplaines and Illinois rivers 
between Lockport and Utica can be utilized 
to dig the waterway. The report of the com- 
mission shows furthermore tlat after the 
waterway has been dug and paic for. through 
the rental of water power, we shal! be able 
to add to our 870 miles of river and lake front, 
2.000 additional miles of eight foot barge 
canals by canalizing our rivers and making 
connections between them, as has been done 
in France and Germany.

“A commission has been created on occu- 
pational diseases, the first of its kind in 
America; and another commission on hazard- 
ous and dangerous machinery. These two 
commissions are to report to the general as- 
sembly in January next. 

‘*In Chicago justice shops have been abol- 
ished; the city government unified: the term 
of the mayor extended from two to four 
years, and authority to impose a whel tax 
conferred. 

“ Lawe have been passed for the impreve- 
ment of our parks, large and small, and for 
the extension and completion of our boule- 
vard systems. ' 

“ State taxes have beén reduced and the 
bill to repeal the Juul law vetoed, thus pre- 
serving the limit to the amount of taxes 
whica may be levied on property.’’ 


Replies to. Critics.

The state Supreme court yesterday refused 
to consider the appeal from Judge Walker's 
mandamus order on the election commis- 
sionérs, by which the United Societies sought 
to get the question as to whether saloons 
should be open in Chicago on Sunday or not 
on the ballot. The holding of the Supreme 
court was that the appeal should have been 
taken to the Appellate court, and its order 
is that the record be transferred to that 
tribunal. As the appeai served its purpose 
in acting as a supersedeas to Judge Walker's 
order neither side claims any special ad- 
vantage, especially as there is plenty of time 
to have the appeal take the reguiar course

CITY RAILWAY ORDINANCE 
UPHELD BY SUPREME COURT. 


Sustains Circuit Bench Demurrer to Bill 
Filed by a Few Stockholders of South 
Side Company. 


The rehabilitation ordinance of the Chi- 
cago City railway, granted by the city In 
1907, is pronounced valid in a decision of 
the state Supreme court rendered yester- 
day. 

The court upholds the Circuit court of Cook 
county in its opinion sustaining the demur- 
rers to the bill filed by Clarence H. Venner and 
other stockholders of the City railway ques- 
tioning the legality of the ordinance which 
provides that the city is to receive 55 per 
cent of the earnings of the corporation as 
compensation for the use of the stréets on 
the south side in Cnicago. 

Venner claimed that an ordinance passed 
in 1858 gave street rights to Franklin 
Parmelee anc others which rendered the 1907 
grant void. The bill asked that all money 
paid out since the ordinance went into effect 
be paid back to the treasurer of the street 
railway company and that a receiver be ap- 
pojnted for the company. 

The Supreme court finds that the ordi- 
nance of Feb. 11, 1907, was not ultra vires 
to the city of Chicago; also that the ac- 
ceptance of the ordinance by the directors 
of the corporation was binding upon all the 
stockholders. The court says: 

“To hold otherwise would be to hold that 
the Chicago City railway had the right under 
the ordinance of 1858 to occupy all the stréets 
of the south side of Chicago until such time 
as the city should, under the terms of the 
ordinance, purchase the railway ‘system, and 
that ance is now indebte@ to the consti{- 
tutional limit and could never purchase for 
want of funds, which would, In effect, confer 
upon the railway corporation a perpetual) 
right. It would also require a holding to 
the effect that if a single stockholder refuse 
to give consent to an ordinance satisfactory 
to the city and to every er stockholder 
of the Chicago City railway, he could pre- 
vent the modernizing of the system for all 
time to come. There are aleo other grounds

Did Utmost Law Permitted 

- Him Toward Using Militia 
at Springfield. 


LETTER BY GEN. YOUNG. 


He Replies to Charges Cireulated 
by the Democratic State 
Committee. 


Maj. Gen. Edward C. Young, who was fn 
command of the militia during the Springfleid 
riots, yesterday gave out a statement ex- 
pilaining Gov. Deneen's action in stopping 
the rioting, the statement being in the form 
of a letter in answer to a signed statement 
issued from democratic headquarters Satur- 
day attacking the governor. 

The first letter was signed by ‘‘the Rev. 
Dell Freeman, M. J. Anthony, Thomas Jack- 
son, and George McAteé,”’ protesting for the 
colored race against the governor's “ inac- 
tion’ and attacking him for permitting the 
murder of colored cifizens of Springfield 

Gen. ¥oung had inquiry made at the ad- 
Gress attached to the signatures of the men 
whose names were given as responsible for 
the attack and could not find that they lived 
there or ever had lived there. Their names 
were not to be found in the city directory, but 
the democratic state central committee had 
stood sponsor for the attack and Mr. Young 
decided to answer it, addressing his reply to 
the men who ostensibly were responsible 


for it. 
Gen. Young’s Letter. 


“TI am addressing an open letter to you,” 
he said, by way of preface, ‘ on account of 
the fact that none of your names appears 
in the city directory, and W. A. Davis, presi- 
dent of the Railway Porters’ club, whom 
I sent to interview you, was unable to find 
any of you at the addresses given or to learn 
that you ever had lived there. 

“Assuming, however, that you are not fic- 
titious persons, the statements made in your 
letter are so absolutely false, and show such 
evident ignorance of the law, that I am 
forced to believe that either you have been 
much misinformed, or else that you are being 
made a cat’s paw by men who are de- 
sirous of misleading the colored people. 

“In the first place, the law does not au- 
thorize the governor to call out troops ex- 
cept upon the request of the civil authorities, 
and the governor has no more authority in 
Springfield than he has in any other city 
in the state. The mere fact that he lives 
there gives him no special legal authority 
whatever over the civil affairs of the city 
or county. 


Urgés Sheriff to Accept Aid. 


“ Notwithstanding this fact, the governor, 
aS ®00on as the mob organized, and before 
any damage had been doné, sent his military 
representative, Col. R. J. Shand, to the sher- 
if and urged upon him the advisability of 
calling out the local troops.

Without pledging bimself to any. personal 
aciivity, in the event of his election as gov- 
ernor of Illinois, Adlai E. Stevenson last 
evening made brief reply to the first two of the

the platform of Gov. Deneen. : 

He spoke at tent meetings in the Sixth and 
Seventh wards andina halt in South Chicago, 
at each of which places he was greeted with 
red fire, skyrockets, and enthusiasm; and, 
although his speech was short, it was loudly 
applauded, 

Beside answering the queries as to his atti- 
tude toward primary legislation and toward 
the collection of the indebtedness of the Illi- 
nois Central railroad to the state, he took 
backhanded shaps at the governor, asserting 
that the latter's efforts tn both these matters 
had been a needless expense. | 

Another form of reply was made in sub- 
mitting to the governor for anewer the three 
questions propounded by Richard Yates dur- 
ing the primary campaign, which charge Mr. 
Deneen blundered in securing primary legis- 
lation. . 

Favors Direct Primary Law. 

Mr. Stevenson also-said: “ As a political 
disciple of Thomas Jefferson, I am and al- 
ways have been in favor of the rule of the 
people. I am in favor of intrusting the peo- 
ple to the fullest extent with political power, 
at the primary as well as the November elec- 
tion. I am in favor of a direct primary law. 
I am in favor of a law that will place the 
management of political parties in the hands 
of the people and take the power out of the 
hands of scheming politicians, ringmakers, 
and political bosses. 

“ Three primary laws have been enacted by 
the legislature and signed by the present gov- 
ernor. The first two were drafted by him and 
his politicalassociates. In my judgment, they 
were intended to deceive the people into the 
belief that they were managing their party 
concerns, and really had the effect to increase 
the power in control in the hands of political 
manipulators and ringmakers. These two 
laws were both signed by the present govern- 
or and were afterwards declared unconsti- 
tutional by the Supreme court. I was not in 
favor of either of them, for the reason. that 
I did not believe that thers was an honest 
application of the: principle of direct pri- 
maries. : , 

“ The present law will be construed by the 


clared unconstitutional by the Supreme court 
of the state, I would still be in favor of try- 
ing again to have enacted a law which would 
be honest in its provisions and would, in fact, 
place in the hands of the people themselves 
the managemeng of their own concerns, The 
people of Illinois have paid out many thou- 
sands of dollars on account of the signing of 
these unconstitutional laws, which mofey 
might and should have been saved tothe tax- 
payers. ’ 
His Stand on Illinois Central. 

The next question assumes that the Illinois 
Central railroad company is indebted to the 
state of Illinois in the sum of $15,000,000. 
The amount of whatever indebtedness there 
is from the railroad company to the state is 
to be determined by the courts, and whatever 
it may he, I am in favor, when such deter- 
mination by the court is made, of collecting 
to the last dollar. 

**T will not, however, permit the money al- 
ready in the treasury of the state to be ex- 
pended and used to build up a political ma- 
chine by the retention of special attorneys 
throughout the state whose services are only 
meant to avail! the political fortunes of the 
administration.”

FINDS MORE IRISH MELODY; 
O’NEILL’S THIRD BOOK ENDED. 
Jigs, Reels, and Hornpipes, Some Cop- 


ied from Rare Volumes, Published by 
the Former Police Chief. 


Do ye get ready to “ welt the flure.” 

Former Chief of Police Francais O'Neil! has 
just finished compiling a new, book of Irish 
music upon which he has been engaged since 
he retined from the police force nearly four 
years ago. 

The new volume !s entitled “ O'Neill's 
Trish Music for Piano or Violin.” It con- 
tains 250 selections, some of them being 
‘eopied from rare books published in the sev- 
enteenth and eighteenth centuries. 

Yesterday Mr. O’ Neill received an acknowl- 
edgmment from W.H. Grattan Flood of Ennts- 
conthy, Ireland, to whom was sent an ad- 
yanoe copy of the work. Mr. Flood is reqpg- 
nized. as an authority on Irish music. In his 
letter to Mr. O’Neill he pays him a high 
compliment for his latest addition to Irish 
music, and he says he will write exhaustively 
of it for the December issue of the New 
Ireland Review. 

This is Mr. O’Neill’s third book of Irish 
music. In compiling it he was prompted by 
a desire to reseue from oblivion many old 
Irish aire which dre not in print, and prob- 
ably never were. To accomplish this it was 
necessary to visit scores of Irishmen and 
women who “hada tune.” He found an 
old woman on the west side who gave him 
two jigs and several reele which he had never 
before heard. 

“J thought I had heard every Irish tune 
ever played or written,” said Mr. O'Neill, 
“ until I found this old woman who jigged 
for me, She gave me a reel which for time 
and harmony is the greatest Irish air ever 
composed. 

“The new book contains airs, marches. 
figs, reels, hornpipes, and long dances. Not 
one of them is included in ‘ Moore’s Melo- 
dies.” Many of the pieces I copied from oid 
books, in which I delved for months. 

“T may be pardoned for saying that I have 
at last accomplished something that is an 
addition to Irish music.”

Andrew Brendner Loses Senses 
After Falling Down Steps. 


WORK OF SURGEONS UNDONE. 


Accident Dents Silver Plate Placed 
Next to Brain 15 Years Ago. 


For nearly fifteen years Andrew Brendner 
labored among steel workers in poseession of 
all his senses as the result of a successful 
operation that necessitated the placing of a 


- silver plate beneath his skull. The light failed 


last night when he plunged down a steep 
stairway at his residence, 84 West Lake 
street, and he is now ingane at the county 
hospital, where he was taken by the Des- 
plaines street police. It is thought the frall 
silver sheet is bent. His condition is critical. 

Barly in 1893 Brendner fell and fractured 
his skull. For days he lay at Mercy hos- 
pital a maniac, but his mind was restored 
after the operation. The physicians at that 
time considered it a triumph in surgery, as 
Brenéner was one of the few men in the city 
who had survived an operation of that nature. 
Some months later he was able to return to 
work.

“The church once supposed,’’ said Prof. 
Foster, *‘ that it had in the book of Genesis 
a strictiy Israelite heirloom, but how impos- 
sible it is for Israel to have brought with it 
from the desert legends which presuppose a 
civilization! 

“ Assyrian and Babylonian literature hae 
revealed to us similar stories of such high 
antiquity that there can be no doubt of the 
dependence of the biblical narratives on 
them. Israeli received these legends from the 
lips of the Canaanites, but transformed them 
in time and infused them into its own re- 
ligious ideaa. 

“ This was how the stories of the patriarchs 
arose—the Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob 
stories. These legendary figures were taken 
from thelr setting and made a part of the 
history of the chosen people. It would be 
easy to understand the fueion, - however. 
Think how much Greco-Roman and German 
paganiem, under a thin Christian disguise, 
has filtered into modern Christianity.”

With the 
exception of Winnipeg, the largest constitu- 
ency in Canada, the majority of the contests 
are close, there being but a few hundred 
votes either way. The conservatives carried 
Winnipeg by over 1,300 vote3. Manitoba is 
returning six liberals and four conservatives. 
Saskatchewan is returning eight liberals and 
two conservatives. 

Alberta is sending five liberals and two con- 
servatives and British Columbia is sending 
two liberals and one conservative. 

The competition in Winnipeg was marked 
with scenee of rioting and the night was the 
wildest ever seen in a Canadian election. 
Mobs fought In the streets and for hours the 
police were powerlesa, 


between the provincial and dominion police 
and many prominent workers of both parties 
were placed under arrest, Liquor was flow- 
ing freely and the central part of the city was 
in an uproar till long past midnight. Many 
have been injured, but none seriously. 


Big Surprise in Winnipeg. 

While there were a number of surprises 
none was greater than tn Winnipeg, which 
by nearly 2,000 majority defeated the gov- 
ernmem candidate, D. C. Cameron, a million- 
aire humberman, in favor of Alex Haggart, a 
lawyer. ‘There are thirty-six seats west of 
the great lakes. In five of these the elections 
were deferred. It is expected that the de- 
ferred elections will result in the return of 
three liberals and two conservatives, 

Late returne indicate the defeat of the Hon. 
WilHam Templeton, minister of {nland revy- 
enue in Laurier’s cabinet, in Victoria. The 
Hon. Clifferd Sifton, former minister of the 
interior, may be defeated in Brandon, Mani- 
toba. 

Cowan, the conservative candidate, was 
elected by a majority of 1,300 at Vancouver. 

All the ministers have been reélected with 
the exception of William Templeton of Vic- 
toria, B. C., who host by five votes. 


Nova Scotia Liberal Losses. 
Halifax, N. S., Oct. 26.—The conservative 
party in today’s general elections captured 
five seats from the liberals—OCumberiand, 
Digby, the two Halifax seats, and the South 
Riding of Cape Breton county. The delega- 
tion to Ottawa stands: Liberals, 12; con- 
servatives, 6. In the last general election the 
liberals elected a solid delegation of eighteen. 
In Halifax today the Hon. R. L. Borden, 
leader of the Canadian conservative party, 
who was defeated four years ago, was suc- 
cessful.

St. John, N. B., Oct. 26—The liberals won

King Explains Shooting. 


This is the way King, whois a grain dealer, 
explains the shooting which for two days 


“mystified the police and caused @ search for 


the man’s companion: 

“Mrs, Waldridge was unpacking furs from 
the bottom of a trunk.” he explained. 
“Among the furs was an old re®olver of 
small caliber which was rusty. She handed 
me the weapon, and as I tried to take the 
cylinder out it was discharged accidentally, 
the bullet striking Mrs. Waldridge in the 
back of the head. She recovered quickly, and 
after a physician was called she was well 
enough to goto Cleveland.” 


Goes to Escape Notoriety. 

“Why did she go'to Cleveland?” 
asked. 

“To escape the notoriety we feared would 
follow the shooting,’’ he answered. 

King admitted having a wife in Flagstaff, 
Ariz., and the publicity given the shooting 
resulted in a Springfield lawyer starting to 
gather evidence for a divorce. 

“I tried to keep Mrs. AValdridge’s name 
secret,” said King, “* but Was unable to do so. 
She ie what you might call my ‘ affinity ’.” 

Mrs. Waldridge was cashier in a Springfield 
restaurant until a few years ago, when she 
eloped with the proprietor, Charles Greider. 
They went to Seattle and later she returned 
to Springfield without Greider. Since then 
she has lived im Chicago, St. Louis, and 
Cleveland.

RATE CASE AT MILWAUKEE 
BROAD IN ITS INFLUENCE. 


‘Commerce Commission Asked to Force 
Reduction of Rock Island Freight on’ 


Grains. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 26.—[Special. }—One 
of the most important railroad rate cases 
ever instituted began before Interstate Com- 
merce Commiseioner Harland today. It is 
the case of the Milwaukee chamber of com- 
merce against the Rock Island road. 

The chamber of commerce charges that the 
railroads in the territory embracing Iowa 
the Dakotas, and Minnesota show discrimi- 
nation in favor of Chicago as against Mii- 
waukee. The Milwaukee and Northwestern 
roads, included in the original complaint, 
have equalized their rates, but the Rock 
Island refuses to make any change on the 
ground that ite Hnes do not touch this city. 

The importance of the case is great. Ifthe 
interstate commerce commission finds 
against the Rock Island any road can be 
forced to make rates to points which it does 
not touch. The case is expected to lead up 
to a final test of the powers of the interstate 
commerce commission under the Hepburn 
law. 

It now costs 3 cents more per 100 pounds 
to ship grain from the states affected to MiI- 
waukee than to Chicago, although Milwau- 
kee ts nearer the shippers. Milwaukee's 
grain trade, it is charged, is practically de- 

stroyed by this discrimination. 


NEW ILLINOIS RIFLE RANGE. 


Contracts Are to Be Let Soon for Con- 
struction Work in the Vicinity 
of Peoria. 


Springfield, Ill. Oct. 26.—[Special. }—Con- 
tracts will be let soon by the state of Illinols 
for the construction of a rifle range at Potts- 
town, near Peoria, work to be finished by 
next spring.

She said her husband was 
acKlicted to the use of intoxicants and on sev- 
eral occasions had been cruel to her and her 
crippled brother. 


Woman Asks Police Protection. 

Before they reached the Raflway Exchange 
building she called upon a policeman at 
State and Adame streets to accompany them 
to the office of her guardian, because she was 
afraid of her husband. 

Von Pauel, who is 28 years old, said his 
wife had broken every promise she ever had 
made to him. 

“My wife deserted me on Oct. 18, after I 
had been ill with brain fever,’’ he said. “* On 
the same day one year ago her mother died. 
As we gathered around her deathbed my 
mother-in-law, whom I loved ae much as I 
did my own mother, joined our hands to- 
gether and made us tach promise that neither 
would leave the other as long ae we lived. I 
have kept my promise but my wife has not.” 

Von Pavel declared he was not a drinking 
man and never had etruck hie wife before. 
He said he alhwaye had givén her all the money 
he earned and that she gave him carfare out 
of it. 


Blames His Wife’s Guardian. 

** Hinsey is the cause of it all," Van Pauel 
added. ‘He has known my wife since she 
was a little child, and has more influence over 
her than any one else in the world. 

“I met my wife by accident yesterday in 
the street, and asked her why she had de- 
serted me and taken everything with her, in- 
cluding the furnéiture in our home at 1119 
Racine court, while I was sick in my broth- 
er’s house. She said she wanted to get a 
divorce from me, but that her lawyer told 
her she could not obtain one unless I had 
been. cruel to her or there was some other 
good reason. 

"* I became angry when she called a police- 
man at State and Adams streeta because it 
placed mein a humiliating poeition, and when 
we were going up In the elevator at the Rail- 
way Exchange builtiing I struck her so that 
she.would have grounds to obtain a divorce 
from me,”’

St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 26.—[{ Special. ]}—Favor- 
able prospects for the future of spruce, wood 
pulp, and the paper supply, conditioned on 
reasonable -p utions, sums. up the testi- 
mony today re the congressional com- 
mittee of ingutry. 

Forest fires were brought to the fore as an 
element of menace, and strong confirmation 
was given the views of federal officials that 
an ounce of forest fire preventive ie worth a 
pound of cure. 

Congressman J. R. Mann, w. H. Ryan, and 
party heard the testimony of local experts. 
This evening the committee_of inquiry de- 


' parted for Chicago. 


The investigators have been in northern 
Minnesota for ten days and reached here. 
today. ~ 

Frederick W. Weyerhaeuser, a leader in 
the lumber industry, proved an instructive 
witness. He thought predictions of defor- 
estation to the extinction ofspruce and other 
timber largely the utterances of alarmists. 


Argues for the Preventive Ounce. 


Asked about the best way to consérve the 
forests he said the main thing: is to prevent 
fires, 

“The only way to orevent ares, ” he added, 

“is to cut out standing timber.”’ 

Mr. Weyerhaeuser was asked if he thought 
the individual owners of forest lands should 
not attempt some form of fire protection. 
His reply was that the state shoul look 


after the prevention of fires and the refores- | 


tation of cut over or burned over lands. 

“Tt takes 200 years to raise full grown 
pine trees,” he said, “‘and the owners of pine 
lands are taxed on the land and taxed on 
the timber and we can’t pay for our timber 
too often. We have pald as high as $160 to 
$200 taxes on forty acre tracts. The taxes 
are governed largely by lecal people. * 


‘High. Taxes on Timber Lands. 


He said his compan\ paid school taxes in 
one district where there were but two pupils 
‘They. had: to 
build a school and hire a teacher, and al- 
together it-would have been cheaper to have 
sent the two pupils to Chicago and boarded 
them at one of the best hotels while they were 
getting their education. 

He told of his travies in Germany and 
France and of his observation in those coun- 
tries of the methods of forest conservation. 
He said he was riding through a forest in 
Germany, and looking out of the car window. 
he readily imagined that he was in Min- 
nesota. This was to illustrate a‘ point that 
notwithstanding the age of the country and 
the time they had been cutting timber, there 
was still much virgin pine, the result of a 
proper reforestation. He thought the Amer- 
ican people should make some ees for 
the protection of the forests. 


Enhanced Value of Spruce. 


Referring again to spruce. be said until 
recent years no one realized any necessity for 
taking care of the supply, or, indeed, thought 
spruce had any value. 

The witness sald there was an immense 
stock of timber in the far west and there was 
where it would come from in the future. 

Gen. C. C.. Andrews, member of the Min- 
nesota forestry commission, told of the 


| state’s methods of reforesting. He said that 


on one tract of state land the forestry board 
had planted 230 acres of spruce with 500,000 
seedling trees. They were now from 2 to3 
years old. The Norway spruce had been 
raised from seed in the nursery and had 


, been doing well. 


Describes Sales of State Land. . 
Gen. Andrews éxplained the state’s method 
of disposing of its timber land and said the 
state auditor advertised it for sale as as 
he found he could get a good price forit. He 
said he did not suppose that a twentieth part 
of the 2,500,000 acres of state forest lands had 
been cut over. He estimated a total of 5,585, - 
000 cords of spruce in the state. 
The committee examined representatives 
of the grocers and butchers’ associations on 
the wrapping paper feature of the inquiry.

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STRIKE FORCING FINE HIT 


Supreme Court of Massachusetts | 


Renders Decision Favor- 
ing Employers.

Supreme court of Massachusetts, in making 


cannot impose fines om their members tn order 
to force them to go out oma strike. Two 
justices dissented, quoting from an opinion 
rendered by W. H. Taft when on the bench 
im support of their contention. 


The decision wae renderéd on a petition. 


brought by L. D. Willcutt Sons & Co. of this 
city, asking for an junction against the 
Bricklayers and Stoné Masons’ Benevolent 
unions, restraining them from imposing a fine 
of $100 each on two members of the union 
who had refused to go out on strike. 


History of the Case. 


The unions in 1906 iseued a new set of rules 
for members employed by contractors and 
sent the new rules to a large number of firms 
in this city. The Wilicutt company, fearing, 
as it claimed, that loss of money would foi- 
low its failure to complete certain work under 
these rules, closed up paft of its work and 
dischargéd a number of men. 

The unions then declared a strike on other 


work tn which the company was engaged. 


Later on two labor leaders visited the work 
in which the company was engaged and 
found two union men still working. The 
labor leaders ordered them to cease under 
penalty of being fined $100 apiece. The Will- 
cutt company obtained a temporary injunc- 
tion against the unions to prevént the fines 
being imposed, and the decree todey makes 
that injunction permanent. 

A majority of the court held that the im- 
position of a fine is tantamount to intimide- 
tion and coercion, and, as e em- 
ployer, is unlawful, interfering with his right 
to a free market for labor. 


Taft on Union’s Rights. 


Chief Justice Knowlton and Judge Sheldon 
took the view that the right of the employer 
to a free market for labor is subordinate to 
the right of the employés to strike, and to 
maintaim the strike in a lawful manner, and 
héld that the imposition of a fine being the 
only practical means by which the acknowl- 
edged rights of a union may be secured, is 
legal and justifiable. 

Judge Sheldon quoted Judge Taft as fob 
lows: 

“So Taft J in Thomas v Cincinnati, New 
Orleans afid Pacific railway, 52 federal re- | 
porter, 803, after conceding the right to the. 
employés of a receiver to organize themselves 
into a labor union which shall take action as 
to their terms of employment and to elect 
officers to represent them, says: ‘ The offi- 


cers they appoint, if they choose to repose ‘ 


such authority in any one, may order them, 
on pain of expulsion from that union, peace- 
ably to leave the employ of their empldyer 
because many of the terms of their employ-

It te the easiest of the Ibsen 
characters, grammed that the player has 
technic. 

And Mme. Nazimova has the technic. She 
possesses more of it, it ig believed, than any 
other actress at present before the American 
public. Her performance last evening was 


fairly virtuoso-like in the brilliancy. the fine-. 


ness, and the perfection of ite polish. Bvery 
slightest huance in expression, in shading, 
and in dramatic coloring was accomplished 
with a surety, an ease, and a seemingly min- 
imum expenditure of energy which told of a 
mastery absolutely complete of every det gil 
and every resource of the art of acting. [t 
was a performance which dagzied by its 
smoothness and high finish, fascinated by 
the wealth of subtle and illuminative stage 
business it contained, and interested and ap- 
péealed hy the constant evidénces tt gave of 
being the product of keen insight, thorough 
study, and clear, clean reasoning. The act- 
ress who Could present such a portrayal must 
not only have worked long and variously at 
her art but must have developed perceptive 
faculties along the lines of character analysis 
which are of the sharpest and which are fe- 
cullarly just, accurate, and reliable. 
> 

To this rernarkable technical mastery Mme. 
Nazimova brought as much of emotional! in- 
tensity and sincerity ae the character of 
Nora permits. The great erucial scene of the 
last act was played with a steadily waxing 
dignity and seridusnessa which contained a 
suggestion of the largeness of grasp and the 
dramatic impressivyeness which are essentia! 
to acting that may be called great. All that 
had preceded had of necessity lacked these 
qualities, for these Would be foreign to the 
Nora of the earlier scenes, But this one 
scene, handled even as commandingly as ft 
was, did not suffice to fix Mme. Nazimova's 
true stature ag an actress. It contained hith 
promise, but did not determine. Other roles 
in her répertory will have to be seen to make 
that possible. 

Suffice it for the present then, to say that 
a more brilliant, more complete and more 
interesting portrayal of Nora bas not been 
seen here. The “ little lark’’ of the Ibsen 
drama was there in ideal physical embodi- 
ment-—-pretty of face, petite of figure, quick 
of movement, lithe, fleet, and in a slightly 
angular way which held a peculiar fugges- 
tion of girlish ittnmaturity graceful and beau- 
tiful. And as for the impulsiveness, the 
kabcidoscopic changes of mood, the utter 
lack of appreciation of what constitutes 
right and wrong, the childlike fearof trouble 
and dread of censure, the unbounded joyful. 
ness and the inetamtiy responfive but fleet- 
ing sympathy—all these which @o to make 
up so much of the doll character of Nora 
were justiy, fittingly and finely proportion- 
ate in place fn the portrayal. 

No actress seen before in the réle has ao 
fully revealed the blithe irresponsible nature 
of Nora as does Mme. Nazimova, and none 
While showing thie side of the character has 
so fully held the sympathy and king of the 
ormtooker.
